House recommending the adoption of a 
bill t» sispend the farther coinage of 
silver, and also the issue of the silver 
certificates. The JOUBNAL fully agrees 
with the Grass Valley Union when it 
says the representatives in Congress 
from all the mining States will have to 
keep their eyes and ears open or the 
time wilt soon come when the coinage 
of silver will almost entirely cease, and ni 
such an event the discount on the silver 
produced in the mining States and Ter- 
ritories would be still greater than at 
present. It seems strange that Con- 
gress cannot let the silver question 
alone—let well enough alone—for as the 
financial question now stands it ought 
to. suit all. 
Gold, greenbacks, silver 


dollars and subsidiary silver coin are 
all on an equal footing, and that is just 
what the people of this country want, 
and what they should have. Bat the 
;old bugs are not satisfiedjand still keep 
aarping on the silver question, and are 
continually trying to get bills through 
Congress which have a tendency to de- 
base silver and pat a check upon one of 
the greatest industries of the Pacific 
Coast. The excuse of the Secretary is 
that the vaults of the Treasury are full 
of silver coin, and cannot be put into 
circulation. This is all nonsense, as it 
would have been a very easy matter for 
Mr. Sherman to have put all the silver 
coined during bis term of office in cir- 
culatiea, if he had had auy desire to do 
so, and it would be just as easy for his 
successor so to do if he had desired to, 
by paying even a small portion of the 
salaries due to Government employes 
and contractors. By so paying a por- 
tion of the Government debts in silver 
coin the vaults of the Treasury need 
never be crowded, and the "poor man's 
money" would continue to be the great 
circulating medium of the country, the 
mining interest would receive a hearty 
stimulus, the people would be more 
prosperous, and the financial basis of 
our Government would be perfectly 
sound. We say that a free coinage of 
lilver would be better for the whole 
country than to put the least restriction 
upon the coinage of the "dollar of our 
daddies."

NEW YORK, April 27.—There was a 


remarkable reception in the Stokes 
bar-room this afternoon. The .proprie-

Raining Fish. 


[Downlevllle Meisenger.] 


From Dr. Webber, who was in town 


this week to attend to his suit with 
Mrs. A. J. Anderson in regard to the 
personal property of tbe Webber Labe 
hotel, we learn that he has quite a fish 
establishment1 at his ranch near Loyal- 
ton. In all he'has five ponds, two of 
which contain trout, two catfish, and 
one in devoted to carp. The largest 
pond is circular and one hundred feet 
in diameter; the next is thirty by one 
hundred feet, while the other three are 
smaller. In his trout ponds he has fish 
varying in size from an inch to two feet 
in length. The fish have to be regu- 
larly fed, the trout mostly on meat,(bnt 
the carp will eat anything almost. 
These ponds are about four feet deep in 
the center. The larger ones are walled 
lu witn substantial rock walls. In the 
center of the circular pond the doctor 
a SB an artificial island upou which he 
will erect a summer house. The doc- 
tor proposes to increase tbe number of 
Mix pond* thii season, and will stock 
some of them with wniteosh from the 
Trnokee nver. So far, .his fish have 
uot bred in confinement, but he thinks 
they will do so this year. Sierra Val- 
lev is full of suitable places to erect fish 
ponds, but so far as we know, the dbc- 
ur is the only person there who hus 
made a beginning iu this direction. In 
a few year at leasf, tho dortjr will have 
,uore carp than be will know wuut to do 
cvith, as when th\v commence they in- 
crease very ntpally and lequire bat com- 
paratively little attention. The catfish 
ivill I*|»D breed well, but whether he 
will succeed in raising trout with the 
facilities available, we do not know, nor 
Ions it mutter as he can obtain all the 
young fish that he wants at a trifling 
expense.

The JOUENAL copied a two-line notice 


from the Eureka Leader that John S. 
Mayhugh had been appointed Agent for 
the Western Shoshones, but we bare 
not seeu anything of the kind tele- 
graphed. However, we clip the sub- 
joined from the Silver State: 


John S. Mayhngh has been appainted 


Agent of the Western Shoshanes, at 
Duck Valley Reservation. This is a 
now departure on the part of the Ad- 
ministration. 
Heretofore the custom 


has been to appoint Eaitern men, who 
never saw an Indian outside of a circus 
side-show, Indian Agents in the West. 
Mr Mayhngh is an old resident of tha 
State, having represented Esmeralda 
county and subsequently Elko county 
in the Legislature, and afterwards'acted 
as Register of the United States Land 
Office at that place until it was removed 
to Eureka. For exhibiting a littl* inde- 
pendence in the Legislature of 1869, he 
was read out of the Republican partj 
by the Enterprise, but Daggett's excom- 
munication amounted to nothing, as 
Mayhngh, Cleveland and others against 
whom the bull was issued, did not stay 
out. Teller, the new Secretary of the 
Interior, is a Colorado man, and knows 
something by experience about Indians, 
and doubtless Mayhngh's appointment 
is partly dne to that fact and the recom- 
mendation of Senator Jones,
